How to Construct This Vary Popular 


Apartment, 


The sleeping porch may be n fad, but 


It loots very much Ilka a fixture, says 
n writer In n builders' magazine.

some of the suburban communities 
there are houses specially designed to 
accommodate 
sleeping porches, and 


those who live withlu aru not by any 
means tubercular. 


The simplest method of constructing 


a real sleeping porch In a new house of 
modest proportions Is to construct a 
generous dormer In the roof on tho 
•hollered side, leaving It entirely open 
at the front except to it point about 
two feet above thu door, to which 
betgbt It should be boarded up. In this 
way a room of adequate size is formed 
without drafts and requiring only a 
curtain In front to secure privacy. 


A. good plan IB to shingle the roof and 


sides and to lay a heavy grade of pre- 
pared canvas on thu floor. This rooting 
und deck canvas Is waterproof, so 
strong that It tuny be walked on freely, 
comes In widths of thirty nnd thlrty-fllx 
Inches, Is lapped an Inch and n half 
when It Is put down. fcod It Is fastened 
with tacks not more than nn Inch apart 


It Is best to give It a coat of paint at 


once and to keep It pnlnted at Intervals 
throughout the year. 
Make provision 


for draining off water, which will sure- 
ly be driven In when bard storms coxie. 


Coucb hammocks scctn to belong to 


•leeplng porches and arc as convenient 
and comfortable for nn after dinner 
siesta as for the nightly repose. U is 
Important to have n thick nnd well 
made mattress, both for comfort and to 
keep the cold from penetrating.

His Face Was Grave When Mayor 


Elklnn Had Finished, 


mining camps, upon railroad construc- 
tion, upon canal work, upon eowor 
work—In fact, in a thousand 
places 


throughout the country where exca- 
vating and blasting wero going on, 
were great quantities of dynamite and 
other 
high 
explosives—enough 
to 


blow cities from the face of tha earth 
and warships to tho bottom of the 
sea.' All ho had to do was to soar 
about until ho camo upon such a scene 
oL' operations, watch his chanco to 
pounce down upon a quantity oC some 
explosive and then from on high be- 
gin hlB work of death anil destruction. 
Warships would bo futile against him, 
since ho could either keep away from 
thorn or attack them in the darkness 
of midnight. Armies would bo oC no 
avail, for he could be here today and 
hundreds ot miles away tomorrow, 
nnd. inasmuch as he had the whole 
broad land, with its countless herds 
and flocks to prey upon hla food sup- 
ply -vviis unlimited.
